THE  GROUNDS. 


^■JaIIE  Institute  is  situated  near  Jones’  Park,  on  State  Street,  between  Fif- 
(p  teenth  and  Sixteenth  Avenues,  which  is  one  of  the  healthiest  and 
prettiest  parts  of  the  city.  An  entire  block  of  ground,  with  a beautiful 
shade  from  native  trees,  nicely  fenced,  bountifully  supplied  with  pure 
water,  and  with  a line  of  a street  cars  passing  by,  affords  most  attractive 
site  for  such  a school. 


THE  BUILDINGS. 


HANDSOME  two-story  frame  building  was  erected  in  the  summer 


of  1S89.  It  has  three  large  rooms,  capable  of  seating  200  pupils,  and 


two  medium-sized  rooms  for  Instrumental  Music  and  special  Needle  Work. 
The  building  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  best  finished  schools  in  the  city, 
and  the  furniture  is  first-class. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  erect  another  and  larger 
building,  if  possible,  of  brick,  when  cooking,  nursing  and  domestic  work 
will  be  introduced. 


A small  building  was  erected,  September,  1891,  as  a workshop  for  boys. 
A skillful  teacher  was  employed,  and  two  complete  sets  of  carpenter  tools 
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purchased.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Directors  to  procure  a farm,  where  boys’ 
work  may  be  fully  developed. 

THE  GIRLS. 

tT  present  the  Institute  is  only  a day  school.  Girls  of  any  age  are  re- 
ceived. The  usual  literary  branches  are  taught.  Plain  Sewing, 
Plain  Dressmaking,  Cutting  by  Chart,  Machine  Sewing,  Plain  Embroidery 
Crochet  Work,  Knitting,  Darning,  Mending,  etc.,  are  free  branches  ; also 
Vocal  Music.  A small  charge  is  made  for  Music  on  Piano  and  Cabinet 
Organ.  Cooking,  Nursing  and  Housekeeping  will  be  introduced  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment. 

THE  BOYS. 

§0 YS  up  to  fourteen  years  of  age  are  received  and  taught  the  usual  lit- 
erary branches.  Work  in  wood  was  introduced  September,  1891. 
It  is  the  desire  of  the  Directors,  when  means  are  at  hand,  to  purchase  a 
farm  a few  miles  from  Pine  Bluff,  and  there  to  place  the  boys  in  charge  of 
an  order  of  Christian  Brothers,  to  be  taught  practical  farming  and  several 
of  the  useful  trades. 

LOCATION. 

fINE  BLUFF  is  the  most  suitable  place  in  the  State  for  a large  institu- 
tion of  this  kind.  It  rests  upon  the  first  bluff  seen  by  those  ascend- 
ing the  Arkansas  river,  and  divides  the  hill  lands  from  the  bottoms.  There 
are  1,200,000  people  in  the  whole  State,  and  one-fourth  are  colored.  These 
300,000  dwell  chiefly  in  the  cotton  belt  of  the  southern  part  of  the  State, 
and  are  by  river  and  railway  within  easy  reach  of  Pine  Bluff.  The  white 
population  of  this  county,  Jefferson,  is  13.000  and  the  colored  28,000.  Pine 
Bluff  itself  has  15,000  people,  only  8,000  of  whom  are  white,  and  were  it 
not  for  the  white  men  at  the  shops  of  the  St.  Louis,  Southwestern 
Railway,  located  here,  the  proportion  would  be  much  less. 

INDUSTRIAL  INSTRUCTION. 

]iT  should  also  be  noted  that  the  feeling  of  the  best  educators  in  the 
f country  is  growing  stronger  and  stronger  in  favor  of  industrial  training. 
This  is  the  spirit  of  the  times  and  the  wisdom  of  the  age.  Too  much  atten- 
tion lias  generally  been  given  in  schools  to  mental  discipline  and  not 
enough  to  physical  development.  Great  efforts  are  made  to  turn  out  law- 
yers, doctors  and  politicians,  and  little  exertion  manifested  to  prepare  youth 
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in  a practical  way  for  every-day  life.  A knowledge  of  the  mechanical 
branches  and  farm -work  for  boys,  and  of  sewing,  cooking,  and  general 
housekeeping  for  girls,  is  indeed  so  palpably  necessary  that  space  need  not 
be  occupied  to  enlarge  upon  the  subject.  But  it  is  all  the  more  necessary 
for  a people  like  the  colored,  who,  as  a body,  must  in  the  natural  order  of 
things,  labor  yet  many  years  in  the  lower  positions  of  life.  In  the  Indus- 
trial Institute  they  will  acquire  these  useful  ways  of  work. 

MORAL  INSTRUCTION. 

fHEY  can  there  receive  also  moral  instruction  that  will  unfold  to  them 
the  true  Christian  idea  of  labor.  This  is  something  of  the  highest 
importance  in  the  present  times.  If  there  were  propogated  correct  ideas 
of  the  character  and  dignity  of  labor,  there  would  be  less  discontent  among 
the  working  classes.  There  is  no  interference  with  the  religious  princi- 
ples of  pupils. 

DEPORTMENT. 

f OR  Girls,  especially,  Deportment  is  a useful  and  necessary  art,  as  with- 
oyt  it  all  other  advantages  become  of  little  practical  use.  Deport- 
ment frequently  makes  the  character  and  preserves  the  reputation  of 
woman.  This  is  a special  feature  of  the  school.  Boys  must  also  receive 
an  early  training  that  Mill  graft  into  their  nature  the  first  principles  of 
virtue  and  manhood.  The  various  relations  in  life  of  white  and  colored 
people  also  form  a matter  of  great  concern  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
the  Teachers.  Every  effort  has  been  made  and  will  be  made  to  so  train 
the  pupils  that  they  may  place  a high  value  upon  good  deportment  and 
cultivate  a manner  of  life  agreeable  to  all  around  them. 

SISTERS  OF  CHARITY. 

) I '^HESE  zealous  and  accomplished  Sisters  are  certainly  very  capable  of 
tp  imparting  instruction  in  all  the  departments  in  which  Girls  are  to 
be  trained.  They  give  a tone  to  the  school,  and  their  untiring  energy  has 
already  attained  wonderful  success  in  carrying  the  admirable  system  of 
education  which  has  been  adopted. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

fHE  system  of  training  in  the  Industrial,  Literary  and  Art  Branches  is 
plain  and  practical,  and  calculated  to  tit  pupils  for  the  work  of 
everv-dav  life. 
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The  government  of  the  school  is  mild,  yet  strict.  Every  student  will  be 
treated  with  kindness  and  consideration  ; but  prompt  obedience  to  all  the 
rules  of  the  school  will  be  insisted  upon.  Such  as  will  not  conform  to  the 
rules  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain.  Nor  will  any  youth  be  received  who 
does  not  possess  a good  moral  character  and  a disposition  to  preserve  the 
honor  of  the  school. 

SCHOLASTIC  TERM. 

( I ;'i 1 1 E Scholastic  Year  is  divided  into  two  sessions  of  five  months  each. 

(]®  The  school  month  consists  of  four  weeks  of  five  days  each.  The  first 
session  opens  the  first  Monday  in  September,  and  lasts  twenty  weeks,  at 
the  expiration,  of  which  time  a written  examination  is  held.  At  the  ter- 
mination of  the  second  session  an  oral  examination  of  all  classes  is  held, 
followed  bv  the  closing  exercises  of  the  school. 

HONORS. 

t WARDS  of  Merit  are  of  three  grades — First,  Second  and  Third — and 
will  be  determined  by  the  attendance,  recitation  and  conduct  of  the 
pupils.  The  highest  possible  mark  will  be  taken  as  a guide  in  each.  Every 
pupil  who  has  within  ten  per  cent,  of  the  highest  possible  mark  in  attend- 
ance, recitation  and  conduct,  will  be  awarded  a First  Prize  ; every  pupil 
having  within  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  highest  possible  mark  will  be 
awarded  a Second  Prize,  and  every  pupil  having  within  thirty  per  cent, 
of  the  highest  possible  mark  will  receive  a Third  Prize. 

A Monthly  Report  of  the  standing  of  each  pupil  will  be  sent  to  the 
parents  or  guardians  on  application. 

TERMS. 

PUPILS  may  enter  at  any  time  of  the  year,  but  as  their  progress  de- 
pends very  much  upon  their  attendance,  they  should  be  present  the 
first  day  and  remain  until  the  last. 

Parents  and  guardians  are  reminded  that  they  are  expected  to  see  that 
their  children  study  at  home. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  absence  during  the  first  one  or  two  weeks 
of  a term,  nor  during  the  last  weeks,  nor  at  other  times,  unless  in  case  of 
sickness.

FREE  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

1)T  is  the  design  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  make  the  Colored  Indus- 
8 trial  Institute,  in  time,  practically  free.  At  present  a small  rate  of 
tuition  is  charged,  as  a help  towards  the  support  of  the  school,  and  as  an 
object  lesson  to  inculcate  the  principle  that  anything  worth  having  must  be 
earned.  The  following  persons  have,  however,  the  privilege  of  conferring 
one  free  scholarship  each  upon  a poor,  but  deserving  child : The  County 
Judge  of  Jefferson  County,  the  Mayor  of  Pine  Bluff,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Little  Rock,  the  Superior  of  the  Institute,  the  Pastor  of  St. 
Joseph’s  Church,  Pine  Bluff,  and  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
not  above  included.  Bogy,  Barraque  and  Plum  Bayou  Townships,  of  Jef- 
ferson County,  are  accorded  one  scholarship  each,  to  be  preferred  by  the 
honorary  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  appointed  for  the  respective 
townships.  This  is  the  utmost  limit  the  resources  of  the  school  will  at 
present  allow. 

OUR  PRESSING  WANTS. 

F|500KS  for  the  Library  ; Help  for  Needy  Pupils;  Donations  for  Prizes  ; 
H)  a Piano  ; Money  for  the  New  Building,  which  is  to  be  the  Home  of 
the  Sisters  of  Charity;  a Foundation  for  the  Permanent  Support  of  the  In- 
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stitute  ; a small  Residence  for  a Priest,  who  could  give  his  whole  time  to 
this  great  work,  afford  spiritual  service  to  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  and  at- 
tend to  the  scattered  colored  Catholics  throughout  this  part  of  the  State. 

PRESENT  CONDITION  OF  THINGS. 

Y(lj|  T the  present  time  there  is  not  a colored  Catholic  church  in  the  State, 
iJWi,  nor  a Priest  who  gives  his  time  exclusively  to  work  among  colored 
people.  While  thousands  of  the  colored  folks  were  baptized  as  Catholics 
more  than  a quarter  of  a century  ago,  very  few  now  profess  the  faith.  The 
best  friends  of  the  colored  people  among  the  whites  and  the  most  far-seeing 
of  their  own  race  are  now  well  satisfied  that  greater  diffusion  among  the 
several  Christian  churches  would  bring  them  greater  influence.  The 
Catholic  church  will,  therefore,  receive  a warm  welcome. 

CONCLUSION. 

IiT  is  hoped  that  sufficient  has  now  been  said  to  explain  the  situation  of 
5 affairs.  The  Directors  of  the  Colored  Industrial  Institute  will  make 
every  effort  to  fulfill  the  wishes  of  any  kind-hearted  donor — by  changing 
the  name  to  one  that  would  be  memorial ; by  introducing  or  arranging 
special  departments  ; or  by  any  other  reasonable  means  that  may  lie  in 
their  power  to  afford  gratification.  Correspondence  is  invited, and  maybe 
addressed  to  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Rev.  J.  M.  Lucey 
will  take  special  pains  to  answer  all  inquiries.

T||\  RESSI N (t  invitations  were  received  at  Christmas  time,  1892,  from 
JIT  lit . Rev.  J.  L.  Spalding,  Bishop  of  Peoria,  Ills.,  and  President  of  the 
Catholic  Educational  Exhibit,  World’s  Columbian  Exposition,  through 
Brother  Maurelian,  Secretary  and  Manager,  to  be  held  in  Chicago,  Ills.,  from 
May  1st,  1893,  to  Nov.  1st,  1893,  for  specimens  of  literary  and  industrial 
work  to  be  displayed  at  the  great  Fair.  Prof.  J.  H.  Shinn,  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  wrote  also  for  work  to  be  placed  in  the 
Arkansas  State  Public  School  Exhibit.  Though  sorely  pressed  for  means, 
teachers  and  pupils  responded  to  both  calls,  upon  request  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  a most  creditable  display  of  literary  and  industrial  work 
(chiefly  sewing)  was  made.  On  account  of  the  praise  which  the  World’s 
Fair  authorities  were  pleased  to  bestow  upon  the  work,  the  Board  of 
Directors  decided  to  give  the  full  particulars.

boys’  INDUSTRIAL  WORK. 

The  work  in  wood  of  the  Boys’  Department  was  found  to  be  too  incon- 
venient to  transport  and  display.  Want  of  means  did  not  permit  a special 
preparation.  Excepting  their  share  in  the  cotton  bales  and  some  insignifi- 
cant work,  their  department  has  nothing  on  exhibition. 

LITERARY  WORK  IN  BOUND  VOLUMES. 

Written  examinations  are  held  in  January  and  oral  examinations  in 
June  of  each  year.  But,  owing  to  the  irregular  size  of  the  paper  used  in 
previous  years,  it  was  deemed  best  not  to  go  farther  back  than  1891-92. 
There  are  five  bound  volumes  of  the  work  of  1891-92,  including  Map 
Drawing  and  Book-keeping.  For  the  year  1892-93  there  are  four  bound 
volumes,  as  follows:  Yol.  I — United  States  History,  Popular  Science  and 
English  Grammar;  Yol.  II — Arithmetic,  Mental  and  Practical ; Yol.  Ill — 
Geography  ; Yol.  IY — Spelling  and  Definitions. 
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INDUSTRIAL  WORK — SEWING. 

Sewing,  in  all  its  branches,  is  carefully  taught — Plain  Sewing,  Plain 
Dressmaking,  Cutting  by  Chart,  Machine  Sewing,  Knitting,  Darning, 
Mending,  Plain  Embroidery  and  Crochet  Work.  Full  garment  specimens 
in  all  these  varieties  are  in  the  World’s  Fair  Display.  There  is  no  toy  or 
merely  model  or  theoretical  work.  Every  piece  is  full-sized  and  generally 
unlaundried,  to  allow  closer  inspection.  The  following  is  the  classification 
of  the  sixty-five  pieces  sent:  Dresses,  different  styles,  10;  Men’s  Wear,  4; 
Boys’ Wear,  6;  Plain  Sewing,  many  varieties,  22;  Plain  Embroidery,  4; 
Drawn  Work,  5 ; Crochet,  7 ; Knitted,  4 ; Darning,  3.
